Hondo Airbase w ill be the 
site for the Air Force's con­ 
solidated T-41 flight screen­ 


ing program which w ill be an 
approximately $1, OOO, OOO 
annual project over a three 
to five year period. 
This program is expected 
to begin in June 1973. 
Official word came from 


the office of U. S. Senator 
John Tower and die text of 
the message, which confirms 
a story published in the Anvil 
Herald on August 17, is as 
follows: 
"The Air Force today (F ri­ 
day, August 25) informed 
Senator Tower of its selec­ 
tion of the Hondo Municipal 
Airport as the site for a con­ 


solidated T-41 flight screen­ 
ing program. 
"The T-41 training pro­ 
gram w ill be part of the 
School of Military Sciences,

As a highway engineer 
ith nearly twenty-five years 
itll the Texas Highw ay De- 
jartment and specifically as 
nglneer for that portion of 
M. Highway 337 recently 
completed in Bandera Coun­ 
ty 
I feel tliat a reply to 
these comments is in order. 
All projects except inter­ 
state highways are joint ven­ 
tures between local govern­ 
ments and the Texas High­ 
way Department. Tills 
^articular project had top 
priority for construction by 
both teal and Bandera Coun­ 
ty Commissioners' Courts for 
better than fifteen years, 
and delegations from these 
counties had been before the 
Texas Highway Commission 
requesting construction of 
tills project. With its com ­ 
pletion, scenic views com ­ 
parable to Color ado are now 
accessible to the traveling 
public which before could 
only be seen from horseback 
with the owner's permission. 
Publication of this scenic 
route will Increase travel 
over it and add to the eco­ 
nomy of the area, teal es­ 
tate prices along the route 
have Increased over 300 per­ 
cent. 
During my tenure with the 
Department I cannot recall a 
time when due consideration 
to the effect of the location 
of a project was not studied 
for its effect on die natural 
environment. As an exam ­ 
ple, when State Highway 
187 In Vanderpool was auth­ 
orized to be extended north, 
a more costly route vt as rec­ 
ommended in order that the 
widely publicized "lost map­ 
les of Texas" might be pre­ 
served, and this recommen­ 
dation was approved. 


gineers in general, we are 
interested in safety as well 
as the otter aspects. When 
reports of highway accidents 
are received, and particu­ 
larly where fatalities occur, 
most engineers make a point 
to find out if design was a 
contributing factor, and 
where these occur with any 
regularity and indications 
are that design is at fault, 
there is a personal feeling of 
concern that as engineers we 
have failed to stand firm for 
those tilings which we have 
been taught. It would be 
well if those so quick to con­ 
demn highway engineers 
would study all accidents 
that come to their attention 
as we do by asking "How 
could tills accident have 
been avoided; was the design 
of tile higliway a factor; 
were curves too sharp for 
safety, grades too steep for 
proper sight distance to safe­ 
ly stop before collision with 
another veliicle or object; 
road too narrow to stop in 
case of flat, car trouble, or 
just to enjoy the view?" 
I do not infer tliat mis­ 
takes have not and will not 
be made, since engineers are 
human. As such we have 
feelings which include pride 
in keeping our country beau­ 
tiful, and our families - 
yours and mine - safe when 
traveling our highways.

The sponsors are try­ 
ing to straighten out the mis­ 
understanding so the plan 
can be completed. 
Tl>e Edwards Underground 
Water District is planning to 
build a structure on the Park­ 
er Creek, Site #11, of the 
Seco Creek Watershed. This 
structure will be a part of 
the Seco Creek plan, when 
completed. 
Hondo Creek Watershed, 
209, 645 acres; Medina Coun­ 
ty, 165.804 acres; Bandera 
County, 45,841 acres. The 
damage done by tills water­ 
shed was from Highway 90 
South. 
In tills area it floods 
cropland, causing erosion 
and crop losses. 
The floods 
occur about every IO years. 
The last flood on Hondo was 
in August 1971, which flood­ 
ed two days in succession. 
Ball Waterhole Watershed, 
5575 acres; Tills w ate railed 
heads about 7 miles above 
Hondo and flows tlirough the 
North and East part of Hondo. 
The City of Hondo and Me­ 
dina County Commisaioner 
Court lias made a PL-566 
application for assistance in 
controlling the floods. The 
floods cm this creek occur a- 
bout every 5 years and from 
20 to 95 families are flooded 
each time. The Last major 
flood on tills creek was in 
August 1971 when 93 homes 
were flooded in Hondo.

These three 
cities have the land on which 
the parks can be built, but 
are in need of financial help, 
Medina County has a sub­ 
stantial amount of deer, tur­ 
key, quail, dove and fishing 
water. 
With Medina County 
located near San Antonio it 
is felt that the private land­ 
owners could develop their 
hunting to more of an advan­ 
tage.
